Helen H. Newberry, who gives it in 
memory of her husband. 


Set in the framework of the grandly 


proportioned arch of the big memo- 
rial hall, with a frieze of superb beau- 
ty, and relieved by the beautiful white 
ornamentation of the walls 'and gal- 
lery, the organ stands out in splendid 
beauty. 
The instrument is 110 feet 


wide, 25 feet deep and 40 feet .high. 
It is composed of a great organ, swell 
organ, choir organ, solo organ, pedal 
organ 
(augmented), besides having 


couplers, adjustable combinations and 
pedals, all of which are decided Im-

upon 
the instruments 


that a few years ago were considered 
the acme and the wonder of the organ 
builder's art.

THE GOH CONGRESS 


'OPPOSITION TO PANAMA 


CANAL IS STRONG. 


Opponents of Treaty Hold That Con- 


cession Is Illegal—French Company 


Has Nothing to Sell. 


Special to The Journal: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.—The 


Colombian congress convenes today, 
Tout in official cucles here this is not 
regarded as bringing the Panama ca- 
nal treaty any nearer ratification, for 
the opposition to it is reported ex- 
traordinarily strong despite the efforts 
of President Marroquin and the other 
supporters of the 
treaty. 
There is 


eveiy likelihood that there will devel- 
op in the Colombian congress fully as 
protracted debate 
on the treaty as 


there was in the United States con- 
gress when Senator Morgan prevent- 
ed ratification for weeks. , 


According to the news from Bogota 


the opponents of the treaty will base 
their objections to its ratification upon 
the theory that the French company 
lias no rights and has nothing to sell. 
The original 
concession 
granted to 


that company expired in 1898, and was 
renewed by President Saclamente up- 
on the payment of $1,000,000. He ac- 
cepted the money and the company ac- 
cepted the concession, but the tran- 
saction was never ratified by the Co- 
lombian congress, and is held to be an 
unfinished 
proceeding. The 
renewal 


of the concession has never been sub- 
mitted, in fact, there 
has been no 


meeting of the 
Colombian 
congress 


since it was granted. The country is in 
a state of revolution all the time. 


For these reasons the opponents of 


the treaty hold that 
the concession 


which the French 
company 
is now 


selling to our country for $40,000,000 
is illegal and therefore worthless, and 
that it is not becoming in the Colom- 
bian congress to participate in such 
a fraudulent transaction 
They claim 


that under the terms of the original 
concession all the property and rights 
of the French company reverted to the 
Colombian government upon its expi- 
ration in 1898 


Furthermore, 
these 
opponents of 


ratification declare, if it should be held 
that if the extension of the conces- 
sion by President Saclamente was le- 
gal, it expires in the spring of 1905, 
less than two years hence, and it is 
bad policy for the United States to 
pay $40,000,000 for 
piivileges 
which 


run only two years. According to the 
terms of the extension, if the canal is 
not finished by the spring of 1905, all 
the pioperty, lights and privileges of 
the French company revert to the gov- 
ernment which would then be at lib- 
erty to dispose of them at the best 
advantage. 
The United 
States then 


would be compelled to trade with the 
Colombian goveinment instead of the 
French company. In other words, the 
opponents of ratification 
are 
of the 


opinion that they can divert into the 
coffers of the Colombian government 
the $40,000,000 which it is now pro- 
posed to pay to the French company. 


Meanwhile the proceedings 
of 
the 


Colombian congress 
will be watched 


with the greatest inteiest here. If it 
shows an earnest purpose to consider 
the treaty a due allowance of time will 
be made by our government. If there 
is an evident purpose to delay ratifi- 
cation beyond a reasonable time, then 
the treaty negotiations will be abrupt. 
]y terminated and the president will 
proceed to carry out the next instruc- 
tion of congress, namely, 
to arrange 


with Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica for 


the acquisition of canal rights.

ENGLAND AND FREE TRADE. 


I 


T is not easy for an American unversed in the details 


of English politioes to understand the motive of M. 


Chamberlain in pressing his shame for preferential duties 
in favor of the British colonies. The basic ideas is that 
these colonies shall be permitted to send their products to 
the "United Kingdom at lower rates of duties than are 
levied upon the products of other countries. But there is 
more than this involved. 
Great Britain is essentially a 


free trade country. 
No duties are levied upon imports 


from any quarter except for revenue purposes. 
There- 


fore, to give the British colonies the preference it will be 
necessary to lay duties upon the products of other coun- 
tries and then give the colonies either lower rates or free 
trade. This would be changing the whole revenue policy 
•which 'has been in force in the United Kingdom for more 
than half a centuiy. 


In effect Chamberlain's plan would substitute protec- 


tion for free trade. Naturally it has given rise to a very 
interesting and instructive debate, in which the Colonial 
Secretary, able as he is, can hardly be said to have come 
out first best. In fact he would have been overwhelm- 
ingly defeated and probably forced to resign had not Bal- 
tour, the premier, came to his rescue in a most adroit 
noncommittal speech. 
Chamberlain -\\as clearly pleased 


at not having the issue forced at once. 
II gave him 


breathing spell and opportunity to feel the public pulse 
before again urging the pioposition. 


Chamberlain's argument is that England cannot stand 


alone in the support of free trade—that if other countries 
surround themselves with tariff walls, Britain must do 
the same. That she cannot afford to admit foreign goods 
free of duties \\hon her own are shut out from other coun- 
tries by impossible tariffs. That sooner or later she must 
find her prim*, pal markets in her colonies, and henoe 
that she should favor them as much as possible in trade. 
In brief, he advocates fieetrade with the colonies and pro- 
tection against the rest of the world. 


This proposed change of policy has reopened for dis- 


cussion in Gieat Britain the whole subject of protection 
versus fiee trade. 
Those who side with Chamberlain 


take the position that free trade was adopted by England 
in the hopp and expectation that other countries would do 
the same. 
instead of which her commercial rivals have 


raised then protective duties higher and higher. 
On the 


other hand his opponents claim that under free tiade the 
progress of the country has been phenomenal, and that 
there is no reason to believe that it would nave been 
greater, 01 as great even, with a protection policy. They 
also urge that the remarkable commercial growth of the 
United State^ has been due to the vast area and great 
natural resouices, and that in this growth protection has 
been a hlnderance rather than a help 


Much of this argument is necessarily theoretical. No 


one can say with certainty what the commercial growth 
of any country would have been under a different policy. 
Political ecomomy is not an exact science. The industrial 
progress of the United States under protection has been 
amazing. 
And yet It might have been Just as great or 


greater under a freer system of trade, although It might 
have followed somewhat different lines. 
If *all nations 


had carried protection to an extreme it would have vir- 
tually destroyed international commerce except in those 
things the production of which is limited by natural con- 
ditions to certain countries, but which all countries need. 
Each country would have supplied itself with everything 
that it was capable of producing in sufficient .quantity, 
even though it might be with much greater labor and ex- 
pense. Under suuch conditions the larger countries would, 
speaking generally, have the advantage, because they 
•would have a wider range of possible production. Mr. 
Chamberlain evidently apprehends the approach of such 
conditions, and he is seeking to guard England against 
them by making- all the widely separated parts of the 
empire practically one country for commercial purposes. 
Perhaps this is far-seeing statesmanship, and perhaps it 
would have the effect of building up strong commercial 
and manufacturing rivals of England within the empire 
itself. Their competition might, in fact, be more injurious 
than that against which he seeks to guard. 


But the whole matter seems now to be in abeyance. 


Chamberlain has sent out his "flyer," and he probably 
•will now bide his time until he is a little surer of having 
the country with him. At present England is hardly pre- 
pared to abandon free trade. All things considered she is 
holding her own exceedingly well and she will not readily 
change her policy in response to arguments that are pure- 
ly theoretical.

end others res. very uneasy upon the shoulders of their 
owners. 
Republicans are all a-quiver for fear that the 


partial exposures will whet the appetite of the public 
for more and that this hullabaloo is but the precursor of 
a political revclution. They shudder in terror when they 
think that the battle cry of Thomas A. Hendricks, "Let's 
ste the'books:" may once more become the shibboleth of 
a great party. While much of corruption and peculation 
has been shown up the average citizen is prone to believe 
that "the half hath not been told." 


The voters are now beginning to realize how much 


they missed by not elcting a Democratic House in 1902. 
Had they done so we would have set investigations on 
foot in all departments of the Government and would 
have drawn forth enough evidence to have sent the Re- 
publican party to the political morgue. It appears now 
that this jobbing, peculating and plain stealing have been 
going1 on for years, which emphasizes the necessity for a 
thorough investigation. Of course Generals Payne, "Wynne 
and Bristow are playing politics in probing into the con- 
duct of dishonest Republicans, but the common sense 
taxpayer will believe that Democrats would have gone 
deeper into the matter.
